Martin J. Russell, the great Chloago
swiltor, whoee death was recorded last
woek, exerclsed a wide Influence In
sivic affalrs, in politics, In soclal life,
3y native talent, by industry, by thrift,
by honest endeavor, by loyalty to tha
ideals which he had formed he paved
hls way to the position which he oc-
supled, He followed every path of
duty as it kay before him. e was
born in Chicago In 1845. When the
civil war broke out ha left his books
‘or the battlefisld, He accompaniad his
uncle, Col. James A. Mulligan, to Mis-
sourl, and was chosen second lieuten-
ant a year later, In 1862 Lieut. Rus-
sell was appointed assistant adjutent-
general and eerved in that capaclity
until mustered out of service. In 1870
Mr. Russell began his journalistic ca-
reer as a reporter for the Evening
Post. Later he became a member of
the editorial staff of the Times, and in

1876 was made editor of the Telegram,

a paper published by W. F. Storey.
Shortly afterward he returned to thes
Times, and in 1888 joined the staff of
the Herald. During the administra-
tion of President Cleveland Mr. Rus-
sell was collector of the port of Chi-
Cngo.

Francla MacDanlel an eastern In-
ventor, has Jus! obiained a patent on
the electrical ear trumpet shown he-
low, Its principle being bLased on the
well-known fact that persona deaf to
ordinary sounds—such, for Iinstance,
as  the human volce—can hear the
same sound perfectly plain if pro-
duced in the presence of a sound of
greater  volume.

Speaks en “Dangors of Milliarism"” to
West Folat Undeotas,

At the closing exerclses of the Waat
Point  Milltary Academy, General
Charles F. Manderaon, was selected Lo
malke the address to the class, General
Mandergon procecded in his open aod
frank atyle and In the course of ais ads
drosa made the following utterances on
militarfsm and the dangers of a stands
Ing army.

“SWhen war comes it is usually the
nnexpected that happens, That wisa
and cloge observer, D¢ Toopieville,
gnld: ‘War I8 an oceurrence to which
all nations are subject, democratie nas
tlons as well as all othera, whatever
taste they may have for peace. And 1
might accumulate guotations to an ex-
tent to produce satiety on the propo-
sitlon that a wike nation will in peacn
prepare for war, Yet we have those
poagesged of more timidity than wis-
dom, and others with more wisdom,
but with political pmbltions leading
to altempted deception, who cry out,
‘Beware of militarlsm,” and fear a
gtanding army. In this republic whero
milltary servies Is voluntary, not com-
pulsory, what is the number that would
make a standing army sufficient to af-
fright even a timld sonl and make it
foar for the lbertles ol the people and
bewall the coming of militariam?
Would one soldier to the thousand pop-
ulntlon be dangerous? Yet that wonld
mean 75,000 to S0.000 of a4 regular ar-
my., Would one man In every square
mile of continental area be a thing to
fonr?  Yebl that would mean an army
ol 3,602,884, and one to ench five square
miles  would be 720,576 men, about
elght times our present army, regular
and voluntoery,

“I have prepared three tables genow-
ing the populntion and aren of the great
nntions, the number of their armies In
peace and a comparative statement,
with the United States, of the soldisrs
to the 1,000 of population, also thae
square mile of area, and the war hud-
get of each when at peace. These ta-
bles furnish much food for thought
ond contaln figures of fact that annihi-
Inte the tigures of speech of those who
would ‘make cowards of us all'

Compurntive Milltary Strongih,

“Taking the armies of Europe at a
periad in 1800, when all Earopean na-
tUons were at peace, and it will he
faeen that France, with 540,000 men,
had 14 soldiers to ench 1.000 of peo-
ple and 2.6 soldiers to ench square mile;
Germany, 590,000 soldiers, being 14.2
to each 1.000 and 25 to each square
mile: Russla, 896,000, being 6.9 to
ovary 1,000, and, on nccount of its en-
ormous area (ncluding Sibervin), 9.6
gquara miles to ench soldier; Great
Britain, 268,000, being 6.8 to the 1,000
nnd 2.1 to each square mile.

Now, let us  compure the United
States under existing conditions, all of
the countries named being on a peace
basis and the vepublic at war. Our
population in 1890 was 62,000,000, 1 eg-
timate It now at 75,000,000, a conserva-
tive estimate, The regnlar army la,
under existing law, 65,000, which is 86
of a soldler to each 1,000 ol people. Ad-
ding the volunteer force now In tha
fleld, and we have 1.23 soldiers to each
1000, as compared with 9.7, which is
the average of all continental
Furopenn nations, and 12.2 which s
the proportion in CGreat Dritain at the
prosent.  And yet this abaurdly small
fraction of an armed man I8 declared
by the cowardly cavillers und deceiving
demagogues to be o threat at the lib-
erty of the peaple, In France there are
26 and in Germany 2.7 soldiers Lo each
square mile of territory, while in the
Unlted States there is one regulur to
each 55 square miles of Amerlean soil,
and, when the volunteers are added,
one man to each  thirty-gix  gquare
miles. Truly this solitary  aoldier
would have an wetlve time of it lord-
ing It over such a broad domain. Hoe
would be ever on duly and to accom-
plish anything his revellile would have
to continue until after bed taps and
taps never bhe sounded.
